Tout too much must not be made ot 
this, because, as Mr. Scott points ont, 
“the fact remains that the volume 
of the trade as represented by the 
quantities involved, especially as 
regards exports to foreign countries, 
shows an extensive development: so 





-| that, however interesting the sterling 


returns may be from the standpoint of 
currency comparison, they do not in 
reality faithfully represent the growth 
of the trade, of which in Canton the 
largest portion is in foreign exports. 
In Canton, at any rate, the cheap 
dollar bas considerably encouraged 
exports. 

‘A part of the improvement in 1902 
over 1901 was due to thy geneial ex- 
pansion of trade that continues 
normally year by year; a part to the 
great increase in the value of silk 
exported, which has been in the past 
greatly under-estimated; and the 
remainder to the transfer of trade 
from junks to steamers since the 
control of the Native Customs passed 
to the Foreign Customs with the 
consequent abolition of preferential 
duties on cargo shipped by junks. 
A still greater movement in this 
direction, Mr. Scott tells us, would 
ensue if the Hoppo were deprived 
of the large amount of control atill 
left to over the trade, both foreign 
and native, in native bottoms. 

Mr. Scott then recapitulates the 
advantages given by the transit 
pase system, but: points cut that they 
are largely. neutralised by the im- 
positions which the local officials put 
‘uapen the gooda when they reach their 
destination, and the opposition which 
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they offer to the use of transit passes 
by ‘native merchonts. The trouble 
is, hy says, that the transit half-duty 
goes to the imperial government 
insead of to the local offici “Tn- 
deed,” he says, “go far as the Canton 
province is concerned, the Viceroy 
has assured me that, if this revenue 
were handed over to the provincial 
authorities, foreign gowds in the 
inerior would be freed from al: 
further taxation, not only im transitu 
but also at dest n.” ‘This point, 
it’ will be remembered, was not o 
looked in the ‘Treaty of Shanghai,

"Tire “Town an¢ Country Journal” 
of Sydney, N. S. W., issued on the 
10th of June last, contains a number 
of admirably executed reproductions 
of photographs of the Japanese 
cruising squadron which bas recently 
visited some of the Australasian ports.

‘A most interesting disscussion took place 
las: month in London at a meeting of the 
Kast India Association, on the subject of 
social intercourse between Indian and Eng- 
lish ladies aud gentlemen in India.

It may be assumed, without 
sing injustice to the Rev. W. G. Walshe, 
that any teacher who should conduct hi 
jnstruction on the lines of Professor Huxley 
cor Renan would not be welcome to the 
present Commi ‘The defini of 
Scripture is givea in 2 Timothy ili. 16 : 

‘Ali Scripture is God-inspiret”: and, 
considering the diversity of views on the 
subject, surely all impartial parents should

to impor eed “odium theolo- 

gicum” into our chil iren’s minds, to say 

fothing of the possible upsetting of home 
ideas. 

Tt has been also said that children where 
parents object may miss these classes. Tn 
Phat case they lose a large proportion of the 
ready desperately short tuition hours ; or 
{if they sre to receive s-parate instruction 
Guring these hours), the entire class work 
as a whole is done away with since no 
equality of attainments could beanticipated. 

‘Asa parent I withdrew my son from the 
School music lessons precisely because I 
found these interfered with his regular class 
work, although otherwise satisfactory.

I am aware that it 
might not be suitable strict Hebrews, 
but liberality in construction of the Mosaic 
laws is far more universal among them 
than formerly. 

‘May 1 also enquire whether this “Scrip-

The Crisis in Kuangsi- 

‘The Chicf Manager of the Kiangnan 
Arsenal, Chao Taotai, received on Friday, 
last a telegram from Viceroy Tséu Ch‘un- 
hsiien, dated at Wuchou, ordering him to 
send down as fast as possible a largo 
quantity of ammunition for rifles and 
field artillery and also ordering a battery 
of quick-firing field guns. The crisis in 
Kuangsi is believed by tho local man- 
darins to be moro serious than has even 
been depicted in the columns of tho local 
Press. 

A Raid on Eho Park Palace. 

A Peking dispatch of the 3rd instant 
states that a couple of days before that 
date a band of some two hundred well- 
armed mounted robbers made a sudden 
raid upon the Empress Dowager’s fa- 
yourite Palaco at Bho Park, took the 
guards left thero by surprise and carried

THE BREAKING OF 
CABLES AT SEA. 
ee 


Tho Min’sters for Telegraph Affairs, Yuan 
Shib-kai and Wu Ting-fang, bave issued x 
proclamation to prevent the constant break- 
ing of marine cables. It orders that all 
junks. fishinz boats, and sea-going craft 
shal! rigidly observe the folllowing regula- 
tions:— 

1. In dropping anchor special care should 
be taken not to foul the «able lines. 

I. In weighing anchor, if the anchor is 
fouled with the cable lines, they must be 
cleared with great care, if possible. But if 
that is found impossible the anchor must be 
cut away. Also the anchor must be cut 
away if great resistance is felt. The anchor 
lost iu this way will be paid for by the 
Tees Company. 

Tif. Offenders ‘shall be arrested and 
severely punished. Also anyone giving 
formation. which will lead t» the conviction 
of any offender, shall receive a reward of 
three hundred dollars. 

Copies of this proclamation have been 
posted in Tientain, Taku, Chefoo, Shanghsi, 
and Wuhu.—‘China Times.”

Moorijmal Nanoomal is not to be held 
bound by the agreement signed by him at 
Hyderabad, Scindh, on March 14, 1903.

‘The said agreement was drawn uj 
English, a language with which Mooryjmal 
Nanoomal js totally unacquainted, and I 
feel satisfied that all its conditions were not 
explained to him. especially those refcr- 
ring (o penalties for breach of certain 
stipulations in the contract. 

What actually occurred, however, was 
that Moorijmal Nanoomal agreed to serve 
the firm of Messrs. U. N. Teerathdas and 
Sons at Shanshai, from March 14, 1903 at 
a monthly salary of Rs. 45. ($35.70), the 
said firm providing him with a passage to 
Shanghai. 

Moorijmal Navoomal appears, to have 
stiled from Bombay on March 26, 19 
and to have arrived at Shanghai on Ap 
28th, +903. 

‘On May 10, 1968, he left the employ of 
U_N. Teerathdas and Sons. 

He was not wrongfully dismissed by his 
employers, but left entirely of his own 
acconl, and without any grounds to justify 
him in doing +o. I do not believe that, as 
he alleges, he suffered any ill-treatment at 
the hands of Mr N. Tecrathdas. 

Moorijmal_Nanoomal having, on May 
10, 1403, left the service of Messrs. U. N. 
Teerathdas snd Sons wrongfully, cannot 
recover for the broken period of service 
which had elapsed since the lust periodical 
payment of wages, that is to say, for the 
Period from April 14, 1903 to May 10, 
190% 

With regard to the sending of the boy 
Chorhimal to Port Arthur, no blame, in 
my opinion, attaches to Messrs. UN. 
‘Veerathdas and Sons in the matter. The 
boy weut willingly and no deception 
was practised either upon him or upon 
Moorijmal Nanoomal, in whese charge be 
had come to Shanghai from India. 

A statement attached showed that $120 09 
was due to Messrs. U.N. Teerathdas and 
Sons from Moorijmal Nanoomal. 

On this finding his Lordship gave jud- 
ment for Messrs. U.N. Teerathdas and 
Sons for $120.09 and costs. The usual

His Lordship intimates that having rea 
over again the evidence of plaintiffs w 
ness, the Chinese bieyele dealer, who «i 
cribed a similar dealing with defendants to 
that alleged in the petition, ho had come to 
the conclusion that, having regard to the 
real issue in the case, the evidence could 
not be admitted, unless further authority 
was shown to enable him to do so. 

Plaintiff's case being concluded, Mr. 
Macleod asked for a nonsuit, on the 
ground that plaintiff had not made out his 
case. 

His Lordship said he would not deal 
with the case in the same way as if the 
plaintiff had been able to read and weite 
English. Plaintiff evidently regarded a» 
contract he might have made as being with 
the defendants and not with a firm in Eng- 
and. It would be prejudicial to the com- 
mereial morality of the port to granta non 
suit. 

Mr. Macleod said he was prepared to 
meet the case on its merits. His defence 
was two fold, first on the facts alleged and 

econdly that the sale was not actually by 

rvieaud Thomas. In regard to the facts 
he had to deal with the question of the 
alleged sample and with the statement that 
the goods supplied were of an inferior 
quality. Both allegations would be denied. 
Apart from the sample there was no 
evidence that the gools were of inferior 
quality and if defendants could show it 
was not asale by sample, they would ba 
entitled to judgment, on the facts. 






































Mr. H.R. H. Thomas said he was a 
partner in the firm at the time of the order, 
and was now the sole partner. They were 


in 


atirm of commission agents ordering goods 
from Europe to be shipped to Chinese, in 
consideration of a commission. The pur- 
chasers were financed through the local 
banks. Drafts were drawn against the 
shipments direct on the Chinese, who 
accepted the drafts. When orders’ were 
sent’ home by defendants, they gave 
two copies of the order to the pur- 
chasers and at the head of this form 
was a printed statement pointing out that 
purchasers had engaged to meet’ the draft 
at or before maturing. On the arrival of 
the goods at Shanghai delivery should he 
taken by the Chinese, and if there was 
any discrepancy between the goods 
delivered and those ordered defendants 
on being notified did the best they 
could to get matters put right at home. 
Defendants’ name did not appear on the 
bills at all; but the banks would usually 
refuse to’ take Chinese bills unloss a 
foreizn firm acted as stand-by. ‘The 
ks would not, however, necessarily 
look to this foreign firm in the event of 
non-recovery from the Chinese. They 
could either protest the bill aud return it 
to the drawers for payment or they might 
notify defendants that the bill had not been 
met. It was usual for one of the members 
of defendants’ firm to hold a power of 
attorney for the drawers ot the bill 
in case anything went wrong to be 
able to deal with it. The Chinese were the 
real consignees of the goods. There was 
arrangement by which the goods re- 
mainel at the wharf to the order of the 
bank until the purchaser had met. the bill. 
Permission to inspect the goods before de- 
livery was taken was only allowed by the 
banks when a bona fide application was 
made for a sample on which the consignee 
hoped to make a profitable sale. The 
banks did not like these requests and 
very rarely granted them. Witness did 
not consider the sale or order in  dis- 
pute was made ‘on sample.” When 
it was desired to give such an order 
words to that effect were stated in the 
order sent home. ‘The Chinese insisted on 
that and the firm did it as a matter of 
practice. Further a duplicate  samplo 
should be ticketed and held hy defendants 
and the purchasers, No such sample had 
been kept in respect of this contract. 
About August 1901, Mx. Loveland, repre- 
senting the Warwick ‘Tyre Company, was 
in Shanghai soliciting orders. He put up 
with the defendants on his annual visits 
and to tht extent was in closer relationship 
with them than with other firms. Witness 
could not say whether he had samples with 
him when soliciting his orders. He had 
several times referred customers to tho 
defendants, who had not, however, taken 
any orders for nickel-rimmed tyres to be 
placed in England. ‘The first half of the 
goods now in dispute arrived in Shanghai 
in Feb. 19/2; the second shipment « 
month later. The second bill was accepted 
about the 5th March and was renewed 
about seven or eight times at intervals of 
about two months. This sometimes hap- 
pened when purchasers wanted to inspect 
their goods before meeting their bills, 
Plantiff first asked to “inspect his 
goods about the time the first bill 
matured, on the ground, witness thought, 
that he wan ed to see if they were the 
same as ordered. ‘The inspection was re- 
fused but p'aintiff was told if he found any- 
thing wrong defendants would do what they 
cvuld with the people athome. That offer 
was made in the Mixed Court. Since this 
case began defendant had obtained the 
consent of plaintiff to sell the tyres if they 
could and had found a purchaser for 25 

irs for 300 tacls or £35. roughly. 
hat was the best offer that could 
be obtained at present, as the pur- 
chaser pointed out that in two years 
storage the goods would have deteriorated, 
It had been accepted, The second bill 
covering these goods. was for £46/7/6,

cycling firms with whom dealings were 
done at the same time in tyres as the 
dealing in dispute and said in none 
of those cases were nickel-plated rims 
delivered. Witness believed the cycle 
market to be fairly steady nt the time of 
the order but silver was falling, 
Cross-examined witness said he did not 
himself se plaintiff, but the order home 
was written by him from memoranda made 
by Mr, Loveland He produced a press copy 
of thnt order. Witness did not remember 
avy complaint made by the other firms 
he had mentioned. The contract for the 
sale of the tyres for 30) taels had been 
closed that morning. 

Mr. Macleod remarked that plaintiff had 
contended the goods were unmarketable ; 
defendants offered to sell them and had 
done so, 

Witness, further cross-examined, said 
correspondence had passed between Mr. 
Harvie and Mr. Loveland in reference to 
this shipment. 

His Lordship ordered that the corres- 
pondence be produced. 

Mr. Macleod remarked that, no allega- 
tions of fraud or misrepresentation had 
Deen made by plaintiff; otherwise he 
should have askel for an ‘adjournment to 
bring Mr. Loveland to Shanghai. 

Witness added that since this business, 
plaintiff pl ed another order with defend- 
ants, and it went though without trouble. 
What the bank required from the foreign 
firms standing by Chinese purchasers was 
assistance in pressing for payment. 

‘The Court adjourned for tiftin. 

At tho resumption, Mr. Thomas pro- 
Auced the correspondence between Mr. 
Harvie and Mr. Loveland in reference to 
he shipment of tyres. Some of the ‘otters 
were written personally and others signed 
for the writers’ respective firms. Mr. 
Harvie had pointed ‘out that the tyres 
were not of tho right sizo nor wero they 
nickel-rimmed, and that the buyers re- 
fused to take them. The complaints, ho 
said, extended to nearly every cycle shop 
in Shanghai. Mr. Loveland in reply had 
admitted the serious nature of the com- 
plaints, but in regard to the nickel rims 
said that such were not supplied unlow 
specially ordered; the dull tyres wero 
generally preferred. 

Cross-examined on these letters, wit- 
ness said he did not recollect having 
stated that Wong was the only man who 
complained. Another Chinese complained 
first and spread the news that the tyres 
were not nickel-rimmed, thereby making 
tho others dissatisfied. 

His Lordship said tho letters showed 
clearly thero was a misunderstanding 
somewhere. 

Mr. Macleod said it was evident that 
plaintiff thought ho was going to get 
nickel-plated rims; the question was 
whether his thinking so entitled him to 
the return of his money, although his 
order had not been understood or taken 
in that sense. 

Mr. John Edward Ball, of the Inter- 
nationak Bicycle Company, said he had 
examined these tyres, a8 a bicycle ex- 

. ‘They were corrugated Warwick 
Tovers and tubes. As far as he knew such 
tyres were only supplied in ono grade. 
Tho price of such tyres in August 1901 
was about 42/ a pair, but between the time 
of ordering and shipment the price was 
reduced to 36/6. Nickel-plated rims 
would cost about Is. Gd. or 2s. per pair 
more than black rims. ess. himself 
had ordered such tyres through Mr. 
Loveland and Harvie and Thomas. Tho 
plaintiff would probably have been asket 
To pay more had he ordered nickel-plated 
tins. Tf witness had himself been order- 
ing nickel-plated rims he would have 
seen it specified on the indent.

\. B. Rex, of Rex and Ga, c 
on agents, said that, if he were 
‘ing for a Chinese buger to a ceztain 
sample, he should pat. m his order that 
the goods must be equal to the sample, 
of which he would keep a duplicate. His 
own Chinese customers received a press 
copy of all orders sent home on their 
behalf. It was not sufficient to show a 
sample, the fact must be mentioned in 
the order. He should not himself allow 
his customers to see their goods at the 
wharf before taking delivery; business 
would bo impossible if that’ were tho 
rule. On meeting their bills and taking 
delivery customers could see their goods 
as much as they liked, and if they were 
dealing with a reputable firm any com- 
plaint would be subsequently attended 
fo. In regard to prices the customer 
always had the benefit of a fall in the 
market. If the market were rising, it 
depended whether the customer “was 
known or not, whether the agent at home 
would still ship the goods at the higher 
figure, without writing first for fresh 
instructions. The seller in every case 
was the home manufacturer or dealer; 
not the commission agent, who only 
made commission. 


Cross-examined, witness said that until 
he received a complaint from his pur- 
chaser he should assume that goods 
shipped out to his order “on sample” 
were in accordance with sample. If he 
were himself the buyer he would not 
expect to see the goods before he paid, 
but would expect any inferiority to be 
subsequently made good. 








Lce Kee, a Chinese cycle dealer, said 
he had only once ordered corrugated 





Warwick tyres with Westwood rims 
through defendants, after a visit from 
Mr. Loveland. He was to pay $26 a 






ir; he paid at a lower price than he 
lered at. He was shown a sample like 
that produced and expected te recett+ 
nickel’ rims. He accepted the black 
tyres, however, when they came, as his 
order was so small, and it was not stated 
fn the contract that the rims were to 
be nickel. It was he who was purchasing 
the tyres now for Tls. 300. Had the 
tyres been quite new they would have 
been worth more. 








Cross-examined—He took the goods 
because defendants’ shiroff told him that 
the whole shipment was the same as the 
part he took. 

Sha Yu-chin, the witness originally 
called by plaintiff and whose evidence 
His Lordship proposed to discard, was 
recalled by Mr. Maclood, and explained 
that the way in which he lost the $500 
over this shipment from defendant, was 
through having to sell the tyres at $10 a 
pair. 

Mr. Macleod, summing up the defence, 
argued first that there was no sale by 
defendants, who were merely commission 
ngents and secondly that in any case 
there was no order on sample in the pro- 
per sense of the term, Plaintiff's remedy 
night have been perhaps an action for 
breach of warranty, but that was not 
raised on the pleadings and, if it were 
raised now, he would be compelled to ask 
for an opportunity to take the evidence 
of Mr. Loveland.

Gibb (II Q-B.D., p. 797) where (as we 
Cantesded in the reeent gave of Loe Paks 
sun y. Graham) it was shown that the 
agent could not be held responsible for 
damages under a contract, but might be 
liable to indemnify his principal against 
loss. Iu this case the plaintiff had 
sustained no damages except what was 
due to his own fault in failing to take 
carlier delivery of the goods and so pre- 
venting their deterioration. It had been 
said the goods were absolutely unmarket- 
able, yet they had been sold at only two- 
sevenths under their original value and 
the price might heve been better had 
the defendants a longer opportunity to 
look for @ customer, or had the goods 
been sold on arrival.’ It was contended 
that the delay was due to defendant's 
unwiliingness to admit an inspection of 
the goods, but it had been shown that 
would be an unusual course and plain- 
{if’s own Court (the Mixed) had ordered 
him to teke delivery of the goods and 
sue for any inferiority afterwards. One 
reason for resisting the claim was that 
Mr. Loveland had never admitted that 
the goods were otherwise than as 
ordered; while the correspondence show- 
‘ed that defendants had dono all they 
could in the interest of the plaintiff. 
They had moreover, renewed his bill 
again and again and had given him the 
benefit of the fall in price from 42/- to 
96/6 per pair, As to the fact of plain- 
tiff being a Chinese, unable to write or 
read English, these cycle merchants 
always had someone to do their reading 
‘and writing for them. There was tho
